its 1 ton, the legislature of 

dii.i authorized the establishment 
school for the deaf children of 
the state and appropirated the in 
sary funds. 

The choice of the method of in- 
struction to be used was left with the 
president of the state university, Dr. 
A. n Wilde. 

I understand that Dr. Wilde has 

decided that what is known as the 
pure oral method should be employed. 
There are two methods of teaching 
the deaf. One is the pure oral. It 
inated in Germany 135 ye?rsago, 
and professes to educate deaf children 
nans of speech and writing just 
as if they were normal hearing chil- 
dren. The other is the manual me 
thod. It originated in France and 
:hes the children by means of 
writing, finger-spelling and the sign- 
language. 

There is also a third process It 

:, and is known as the 

tbined System. I employs both 

the oral and manual methods, 

Whichever proves itself best adapted 

to the needs of the individual child.

When it became known that Dr. 
Wilde was inclined to favor the oral 
method, he received letters from pro- 
minent deaf men remonstrating 
against the selection of this method, 
but for reasons best known to him- 
self, I understand that Dr. Wilde has 
j) refer red* to ignore these appeals. 
In a letter to Mr. Jay Cooke Howard, 
ident of the National Association 
of the Deaf, he stated that in case 
a, child could not be disciplined into 
speech other means would be employ- 
ed. Now, speech can be disciplined 
into any deaf child, just as it can be 
disciplined into walking on its hands 
But this discipline would not mean 
lucation. , Speech can be disci- 
plined into a parrot, but this does not 
make a reasoning being of the par- 
rot. 

It is edifying to hear the president 
of a great state university, who 
should be more of an educator than 
of a pedagogue, thus speak of dis 
cipiining a child into a halting, make- 
shift, doubtful accomplishment, that 
use of its inadequacy can never 
be of practical value in adult life. 
One might as well think of a direct- 
or of physical culture disciplining his 
classes into carrying water in a sieve, 
with serviceable pails and buckets 
right at hand. Such an expression 
must make one think of the peda- 
gogues of a past century whose 
definition of discipline was the ap- 
plication of the rod and ruler. 

One of the teachers engaged for 
the new school, though professing 
to be an oral teacher, is fully con- 
ant with the requirements of the 
manual method. It would be well 
to assign this teacher a manual 
class, and under no circumstances 
should the number of oral classes 
exceed that of the manual classes. 
Even fifty percent would be conced- 
ing the oral method twice its due, 

I trust Dr. Wilde will be open to 
conviction, and will not lend himself 
to the perpetration of a cruel injus- 
tice upon the helpless deaf-mute 
children of his adopted state, I 
trust also that the people of Tuscon 
will he enlighted enough to encour- 
him in the adoption of a* 
humane course of education for 
o children, and that means that 
all who cannot be taught through 
speech— even though they may be 
ht speech itself— be educated by 
the manual method.

idea. Should it declare unconditionally 
against it, it would only have the effect of 
prohibiting the precedent established at 
Colorado Springs and followed by our 
Local Committee, and probably of dis- 
couraging many hustlers who would other- 
wise make a good harvest for the End 
meat Fund. 

I would not be understood as favoring 
such a permanent official ban, but I w 
place certain restrictions on the business as 
a safety valve, (i) Authority should be 
from the Executive Committee. (2.) The 
rate of commission, should be limited to 25 
per cent., if absolutely r. (3) 

Commission should be allowed onN 
collections actually made by persons d un- 
authorized to solicit subscriptions or ad- 
vertisements. 

Whether it is wise to allow commissions 
or not, depends very much upon local 
ditions and circumstances. With so 
conventions pitted against us, it was not 
only Justifiable but absolutely necessary. 

This is a mutter for yc 
m it tee to decide in the* future. Better go 
slow atvout it. 

It takes a lot of nerve to undertake the 
duty of arranging for a big convention like 
the one at Cleveland, when nearly all the 
members of the Local Committee were in- 
experienced men and women, 1 
when there were seventy-two conventions 
soliciting financial assistance. I cannot 
give this Committee too much praise t 
successfully carrying out the program as 
they did. 

As the report will show, there is a balance 
of over $700, which we have decided to 
divide between the nent Fund of 

the N. A, D. — $500 for the tormer, and all 
above that for the latter, to be used as the 
Executive Committee may determine. 

In serving the N. A. IX, all personal 
considerations must be laid aside, esp« 
ly self-glorification. The promotion of the 
general welfare of the deaf should be the 
motto of every loyal member of the 
social ion .

■•With life's evening shadows 
fast drawing mound and rendered 
deaf and Speechless by battle sears, 
John Johnson, a veteran, is seen on 
the streets oi Mageistown peddling 
papers and trying to earn a meager 
lived hood. 

44 Over six feet tall, with a flowing 
l aud LiUStache, he stands very 
erect and presents a very stately ap- 
pearance. Although hisclothes are 
worn and his faec drawn and wrin- 
kled from the frying experiences ol 
threescore and louiteen yeais, Mr. 
Johnson appears very active and 
even happy, notwithstanding his 
pitiable condition. 

11 Yesterday a Herald reporter 
met the aged man and from his 
appearance judged that he had 
been a warrior. In an interview in 

which notes were exchanged, Mr, 

Johnson told the history of his life 
and how misfortune after misfor- 
tune iuul rendered him deaf and 
dumb, caused him to lose one arm 
and One eye, and how penniless and 
friendless he had struggled, going 
from place to place and by honest 
meana SCQUring enough money to 
subsist. 

44 Horn in this country, at an early 
age he went West, and located in 
Chicago. At the time of the Civil 
War he joined the Illinois troops 
and took part in many engage- 
ments At tire battle of Autietam 
be was struck in the neck by a bul- 
let and for some time his mind was 
a blank. He disappeared for some 
time, and upoa his recovery he was 
left without, SpeCofa and without 
log. During this time, he was 
thought a deserter, but when he had 

improved sufficiently be re enlisted 

and served two more years in Co. 
A, First Maryland regiment 

44 He then worked as a paper 
hanger and later as a street-car con 
ductor. In an accident, he lost au 
arm, and this threw him out of work. 
A ho ut this time, the migration West 
was III full force, and Mr Johnson 
was given a tract of land in South 
Dakota. Here he built a house and 
lived for (\vi\ years and was begin- 
ning to save money, when a fire de- 
stroyed the dwelling and contents, 
including a claim for a pension as a 
veteran of the Civil War. Not dis- 
couraged after these many disap* 
pomtrnents, he struck out and has 
since traveled over a great part of 
this country doing such work as he

Frank Parry Rocap, the last sur 
viving son of the late Mrs. Mary 
Hamilton Rocap, and husband of 
Amanda II. Rocap (nee Ployd), 
died on Saturday afternoon, Febru- 
ary 7th, at 1:16 o'clock, in the 49th 
year of his age. Mr. Rocap was 
one of five hearing children, all 
boys, whose parents were deaf- 
mutes, and all of whom have died, 
lie could talk by the sign-language 
quite well and was known by a 
large number of deaf, who had fre- 
quented the Rocap home on Cam- 
bridge Street, near Broad and 
Poplar Streets, which was the scene 
of many a gay occasion in its time. 
Mr. Rocap had not been in good 
health for several years, but, with 
the exception of short periods, had 
kept oti at his work of tending to 
several houses that belonged to the 
estate of his brothel, the late Dr. 
William A. Rocap, and in doing 
other kinds of work. Early in 
January a spell of sickness seized 
him and he was taken to the Uni- 
versity Hospital for special treat- 
ment, lie remained there for about 
five we*ks, and then although a 
very sick man, insisted that he be 
taken home for further t teat merit. 
1 1 is request was finally granted last 
Thursday evening, February 6th, 
when he was conveyed home in a 
elosed automobile attended by a 
doctor and a nurse. He grew 
worse, however, and passed away 
peacefully at the above time and 
date 

Mr Rocap was a man of large 
stature, sobci looking, and of hand- 
some build. He was a pattern- 
maker in the offices of the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, of which his 
uncle was a partner, for a number 
of years Trouble with his eyes 
caused him to relinquish his posi- 
tion. He then g tvo most of his 
lime to out door work and became 
a contractor for small cement jobs 
as a means to pass his time. His 
doctor* brother built a number of 
houses and he was employe*! by the 
doctor to look after them. At the 
doctor's death, in 1907, his whole 
estate was left in trust to his mo- 
ther, and in his last statement, h*> 
expressed the wish that his brother, 
Frank, he allowed to manage the 
estate so as to keep him etnplo 
eontinually This he did until his 
mother's death on December 14th, 
1912- He then learned for the first 
time that along will had been made 
by his mother, through a lawyer, 
wt'hout his knowledge. While lie 
succeeded bit mother under the will, 
tin* lawyer, who drew it up, was 
made the executor, thus depriving 
him of its management. There- 
fore, when the will was offered for 
probate, he contested it on the

As to allowing a p^r 
ceutage lor money collected, it i^ 
too late now to ciiticisethe eomniit- 
tee for its action, but in the (mure 
a limit should be made. Thirty per- 
cent is rather asleep amount, and 
makes the matter look as if the 
person getting it was making his 
livintr off of the Association rather 
to help it along. Aud if the person* 
asked for contributions get on to the 
fact that nearly a third of what is 
subscribed goes into the pockets of 
the collector, they will piefer not to 
lie held up. It would be better for 
the Association to allow the commit- 
tee to collect what it ean, keep k 
record of all its receipts and 
pendituies, and at the close of the 
eon vention allow them their person- 
al expenses, such as street car fare 
postage, stationery, and the like, but 
for time put iu nary a cent. The offi- 
cers of the Association have to give 
much of their time to correspon- 
dence and they are not compensated 
for it. It is given for the love and 
good-will of the Association. These 
local committees should esteem it 
>iii honor that their city has been 
ted for the meeting place, and 
they to arrange for it, and hence they 
should not ask nor be willing to 
pi pay for their services. Our 
ooaneoMon with the Home for the 
Deaf in this State these many y 
has not brought us one penny for 
remuneration, thongh we have col 
ed quite a sum for its use and as 
voted much time in the 
discharge of duties. The same is 
true of the Other officers. 

II the members of the Associa- 
tion think a p-^r cent is due 
local committee, for its collection of 
funds for the entertainment of the 
meeting, let it be given, but be 
limited to a certain amount, say not 
over ten percent 

We see in the report that the 
sum of $500 was given the Endow 
ment Fund. To us that s 
entirely wrong. We are not op 
posed to the Fund, but hcartilv 
favor it. The $500 should have 
been sent to the treasurer of the 

Hat ion, and th*Mi if th 
elation so willed, it could be trui* 
ferred to the Endowment Fund 
That is the proper way. The 1 
Committee is under the Association 
or part of it, and hence should turn 
owr all unexpended funds in its 
h.im's to it, unless otherwise su- 
thorix-d. 

We were not in favor of a ban 
qnet at the former and Isst meeting 
of the Association, simply because 
they are undemocratic.
